Alberta doctors have launched a 
clinical assessment trial to under¬ 
stand how knt McMurray's air qual¬ 
ity will affect children's lungs Lifter 
wildfires decimated the region in 
early May. 

Dr. Irena Buka, director of Ed¬ 
monton's Children's Environmental 
Health Clinic, smid doctors spear¬ 
headed the trial after learning ar¬ 
senic ash was fnund at some sites 
in the city. 

L, We need to plan for these type 
of events," she said. “This isn’t go¬ 
ing to be the last time there's a fire 
in Alberta. 4 * 

The assessments, which will 
occur at multiple clinics in Edmon¬ 


ton, are open to children ages 6 to 
17 who are either diagnosed with 
asthma or use puffers for chest 
wheeling, or have never had an 
asthma diagnosis or used puffers. 

Buka said physicians will measure 
lung function % using a specialized 
computer, where children will be 
asked to blow into a special tube, 
upon parental consent. 

She said doctors want to assess 
children as they begin resettling in 
fort McMurray and then re-assess 
kids at intervals of one week, one 
month and two months. 

The goal of the assessments, Buka 
said, is to ensure that children get 
good clinical care. 

“We could enhance standards of 
clinical practice so that doctors have 
a clearer idea of what needs to be 
done in these situations. 44 

She said doctors plan to submit 
an application to turn the data into 
an in-depth research study to deter¬ 
mine what lessons can be learned. 

Buka said it has yet to be deter¬ 
mined when the doctors finalize 
the project.

Juesday's narrow vote in favour 
of even considering an EPGOR 
propositi to rake over its drainage 
department suggests the utility 
could be rotring upstream with 
the idea.

The Alberta Court of Appeal has 
denied a doctor's appeal of his 
sexual-assault conviction. 

Ismail Taher voluntarily 
stopped practising medicine 
after he was found guilty of grop¬ 
ing an 18-year-old woman, who 
went to a medi-centre in Sher¬ 
wood Park about a possibly in¬ 
fected nose piercing in August 
2013. 

Ihe woman said he massaged 
her breasts and touched her 
buttocks while looking at her 
other piercings. 

Taher was sentenced to 12 
months probation and told to 
pay 5500 in resti tution. 

The trial judge ruled the 
woman's testimony was cred¬ 
ible and rejected the doctor’s 
version of events due to sparse 
notes, his failure to respond dir¬ 
ectly to critical questions and his 
man net of responding that left 
her with "the impression that 
he was being evasive on certain 
critical points.” 

The justices ruled there was 
no errors in the judge’s ruling 
and dismissed Taber's appeal.

The details will still be 
worked out before council votes 
on a formal plan in the fall, but 
the outline of the corporation 
would involve using $10 Eiiillion 


of city land and resources, from 
agencies tike the United Way 
and Homeward Trust, 

The idea would be to build 
affordable housing or other 
buildings that would benefit 
the community, especially in 
neighbourhoods with blighted 
properties. 

The city would commit to 
52SG.00O over the next five 
years, along with 5100,000 in 
startup costs. 

Council unanimously voted 
to start a plan to create the cor¬ 


poration lues day, beginning 
with a business case and an 
inventory of city-owned land 
that the corporation could use. 

But Conn. Bryan Anderson 
pushed to exclude former 
school sites from that inven¬ 
tory. 

The redevelopment of sur¬ 
plus school sites has been con¬ 
troversial in many neighbour¬ 
hoods with many residents 
upset to be losing open space. 

Only Coun. Mike Nickel 
joined Anderson in voting for

A major fentanyl bust in Ed¬ 
monton could put a dent in 
gong activity across B.C. and 
Alberta, according to officials. 

Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Teams made their 
largest seizure of fentanyl 
pills to date in the city after 
following a suspect's vehicle 
from British Columbia, lead¬ 
ing investigators to three 
southwest Edmonton homes. 

About 2,000 fentanyl pilfs 
w r ere seized at a condo in 
Hanna Crescent, in the city’s 
sou t hives t. 

Police also seized more 
than 60 kilograms of mari¬ 
juana, a small amount of co¬ 
caine, a taser, body armour, 
S26.000 cash, 650 rounds of 
ammunition and a prohibited 
magazine. 

“The seizures of the drugs 
themselves, it’s a small por¬ 
tion," said ALERT Staff Sgt. 


Pierre Bla is. 

“It's all part and parcel of 
an organized crime group.” 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice. RCMP and Alberta Sher¬ 
iffs assisted ALERT in its in¬ 
vestigation, which began in 
May. 

The enforcement teams’ 
organized crime and gang 
squad was tipped off that 
a vehicle was returning to 
Edmonton from lower main¬ 
land B.C. with a large ship¬ 
ment of drugs, and it tracked 
down the vehicle June 3 be¬ 
fore carrying out warrants 
on homes in the Rutherford, 
Terwillegar and Lewis Estates 
neighbourhoods. 

“ALERT has definitely pri¬ 
oritized fentanyl investiga¬ 
tions, because of the effect 
it has on the community, it’s 
killing people," Blais said. 

He said the pills being 
brought from B.C. Likely ori¬ 
ginated in China, and that 
they would have been sold on 
the street as “fents H at S20- 
40 per pill in Edmonton or 
up to 5SO outside of the city. 

One of two vehicles seized 
also included hidden com¬ 
part ntents for transporting 
narcotics,

Members of Crystal Kids 
and Hoys and Girls Chib took 
part, as well as kids who live 
in the area. 

“It was really fantastic, be¬ 
cause there were people who 
would normally not have this 
opportunity to experience 
the kind of self-esteem and 
empowerment that you get 
through participating in the 
arts^ and to work as a team 


and to create something ori¬ 
ginal,'" Makuch said. 

The camp was not able to 
secure the same grants this 
year, but Makuch wants it to 
be free again for kids who 
can't afford it.

Shops selling electronic ciga¬ 
rettes have popped up all over 
Edmonton, and while the de¬ 
vices were initially marketed 
to help people quit inhaling 
tobacco smoke, they're now 
attracting a new breed, accord¬ 
ing to some. 

Alix Steeves, who manages 
Vape Horizon near Whyte Av¬ 
enue, said about 30 per cent 
of her customers were never 
previously hooked on nicotine. 

“So many other people are 
doing it. they think it's cool," 
she said, “just like smoking used 
to be how many years ago — it 
used to be the cool thing to do, 
And now r vaping is." 

Industry insiders say the vape 
trend is growing in Edmonton,

and Steeves said her store's main 
demographic is men in their 
mid-ZOs. 

The e-cigarette industry has 
adjusted to its shifting customer 
base, designing bigger and more 
elaborate devices.

pletely turned the tables and 
turned it into a whole different 
thing," Steeves said. 

Many vapers describe the 
craze as a lifestyle.

Electronic cigarettes, nr e-ciga¬ 
rettes, are handheld electronic 
devices that come in various 
shapes and sizes and vapor¬ 
ize liquid that is usually made 
from nicotine, propylene glycol 
and glycerine. 

Users inhale the vapour in 
a process called vaping. 

The liquid, referred to as 
e-liquid, e-juice or vape juice, 
comes in thousands of flavour 
combinations ranging from 
donuts to watermelon to cham¬ 
pagne with strawberries. Many 
manufacturers brag of “high 
quality ingredients" and offer 
varying nicotine levels. 

E-cigarettes first hit the mar¬ 
ket in 2004 and were touted as 
a safer alternative to tobacco 
cigarettes, though their long¬ 
term health effects and effect¬ 
iveness in getting people to 
quit smoking are both unclear. 

The popularity of the devices 
has grown exponentially and 
given rise to a long product Hire 
of vaping accessories.

Three stark black and white 
posters, with powerful messa¬ 
ges were unveiled Tuesday al 
Halifax Regional Police head¬ 
quarters ahead of a panel dis¬ 
cussion about men’s violence 
against women. 

“My wife makes me angry 
so 1 push her. My son makes 
me angry’ so 1 push him. I’m 
angry that 3 can't be a better 
man," states one of the posters. 

The launch of New Start 
Counselling’s ‘On being a 
better man’ campaign raised 
questions about funding for 
the organization that provides 
counselling for men who abuse 
their intimate partners. 

The group received funding 
to create the impactful posters, 
but has no advertising budget. 

Wendy Keen, executive dir¬ 


ector of New Start Counsel¬ 
ling, said her program is strug¬ 
gling due to a lack of resources, 
bunded through a provincial 
operating grant of $235,000 
a year, she said they’ve been 
forced to prioritize clients be¬ 
cause they only have 2.S full 
time counsellors. 

“This work is so important 
because it"s not just about men, 
it's about families," Keen said, 
noting they could triple their 
staff next week and still be 
busy. 

As part of the panel discus¬ 
sion on men's violence against 
women, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice Staff Sgt. Scott MacDonald 
announced they'd recently ex¬ 
panded their crime prevention 


“The addition of a domestic 
violence prevention officer 
improves our ability to hold 
the abusers accountable as 
well as assist them in getting 
the help they need to change 
their behaviour and stop the 
violence. 1 ' 

Alice Housing's executive 
director Heather hyrne was 
one of many representatives 
who attended the event. Her 
organization provides housing 
and supportive counselling to 
women and children leaving 
domestic abuse. 

She applauded New Start 
Counselling's poster initiative. 

“I would just like to com¬ 
mend New Sian for continu¬ 
ing their focus on serving men

AJburLj doctors have launched a 
clinical assessment trial to under¬ 
stand. how Fort Me Murray's air 
quality will affect children's lungs 
lifter wildfires decimated the re¬ 
gion in early May. 

Dr. Irena Buka. director oFfcd- 
mcm ton's Children's Hnviron- 
mental Health Clinic:, said doc¬ 
tors spearheaded the trial after 
learning arsenic ash was found 
at some sites in the city.

Hall family backs ransom policy 


Relatives of a Canadian man 
slain by militants in the Philip¬ 
pines say they agree with Can¬ 
ada's policy of no t paving ransom 
for hostages. 

Robert Hall had been held hos¬ 
tage by Abu Sayyaf since Septem¬ 
ber 2015 and was killed earlier 
this week after a deadline for a 
ransom payment passed. 

In a statement distributed 
by the press gallery in Ottawa, 
Hall’s family says every option

In the end. the family 
says it agrees with Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau's 
directive that money not 
be paid to hostage takers 
who seek to undermine 
fundamental Canadian 
values. 

“Our family, even in 
our darkest hour, agrees whole¬ 
heartedly with Canada's policy of 
not paying ransom to those who 


would seek to under¬ 
mine the fundamental 
values with which my 
father lived his life,’' the 
statement reads. 

“We stand with the 
ideals that built this 
country: strength of char¬ 
acter; resilience of spirit;

to the demands of the 
wretched, in order to satisfy the 
bioodlust of the weak."

NDF MP Nathan Cullen took a 
Fellow northern B.C. politician 
to task 1 riesday for sponsoring 
a petition that would make it 
easier for Canadians to gel their 
hands on a semi-automatic rifle 
like the one used in the Orlando 
massacre and other U S. mass 
shootings. 

Cullen argued that Conserva¬ 
tive backbencher Bob Zimmer's 
support for reclassifying the AR- 
15 nfle — a civilian version of the 
U.S. Army’s M-16 assault weapon 
— as an unrestricted hunting 
gun is '"not defensible." 


"Hunters I know don't use this 
gun for hunting," the New Demo 
crat told Metro in a phone inter¬ 
view. " You certainly wouldn't use 
it in your practice as a farmer. 

"■Any argument that says this 
is simply a hunting weapon prob¬ 
ably hasn’t been hunting lately. 


This is not a hunting gun. It's 
designed to do what it did in 
Orlando, which is to kill people 
—and not just Orlando, but San 
Diego and Sandy Hook." 

Contrary to many media re¬ 
ports since Sunday's Pulse gay 
bar massacre, the main gun the 


shooter used was not in fact a 
Colt Armalite Rifle (AR-15), but 
another company's adaptation — 
a Sig Sauer MCX carbine. 

Regardless of the name, how¬ 
ever, "both weapons are civilian 
versions of the U.S. military as¬ 
sault rifle M-lfi, and can be eas¬ 


ily modified to illegally make 
them hilly automatic: In Canada, 
restricted weapons can only be 
fired at authorized ranges, can 
only fine five rounds, and require 
strict permits. 

Zimmer sjponsored the peti¬ 
tion through a new electronic 
system launched List year, and 
presented it in Parliament nn 
May 13. He did not respond to 
Metro's interview requests. 

The federal government began 
accepting citizen's electronic pe¬ 
titions last December, but each 
needs a sitting MP as a sponsor 
to present them before the House 
of Commons. 

When Zimmer did that, he 
thanked the petition's Newfound¬ 
land creator, “a firearms advo¬ 
cate," adding he was “honoured" 
to present it to MPs. Zimmer is 
co-chair of the Parliamentary 
Outdoor Caucus, which hosted 
a “Caucus Shooting Day" event 
for MPs to fire guns at a range 
on June 7, five days before the 
Orlando massacre.

Clinton's win in the District of 
Columbia, the final primaiy of 
2016, had no bearing on her role 
its the presumptive nominee, but 
it nevertheless marked a transi¬ 
tion in the lengthy primary fight 
between the two rivals. 

“We’re going to have a wide 
ranging conversation, because 


we share a lot of tire same goals," 
Clinton said Tuesday night in 
an interview with Telemimdo. 
“We both want to raise the min¬ 
imum wage, we want to fight 
inequality of income, we want 
to make college affordable and 
we certainly want everybody to 
get health care.” 

She added, "1 very much am 
looking forward to having his 
support in this campaign, be¬ 
cause Donald Trump poses a 
serious threat to our nation.” 

Before polls closed in Wash¬ 
ington, Sanders, vowed again to 
do all he can to prevent the pre¬ 
sumptive Republican presiden¬ 


tial nominee from reaching the 
White House—but he declined 
to endorse Clinton. 

The Vermont senator has said 
the private meeting will help 
him determine how commit¬ 
ted Clinton will be to the policy 
issues he has staked out during 
his 13-month campaign. 

“Our goal must not he to al¬ 
low politicians, Donald Trump or 
anyone else, to divide us." Sand¬ 
ers said outside his Washington 
headquarters, telling reporters he 
will continue to “fight as hard as 
we can" to transform the Demo¬ 
cratic Party.

The concept of a national 
conversation was lost somewhere 
along the way to the reality of a 
national stalemate. And that is 
fairly terrifying.

IDs brand power 
the Queen would envy. And 
it suggests a definable, if 
also unknowable, group who 
can't be reached by rea¬ 
son or reportage. How big 
that group is. we may never 
know. But it was big enough 
to earn him the Republican 
nomination. 

More generally, the at¬ 
tacks in Orlando have 
revealed not just deep, 
but perhaps insurmount¬ 
able ideological differences 
among Americans.

antha Bee slams Florida’s 


parenlly so Americans can 
battle si out against terror¬ 
ists in the streets), a lactic 
the New York Times warns 
could actually secure him 
some needed votes from less 
educated white Democrats. 

That Trump stands to 
actually gain mure sup¬ 
port. after all we’ve seen, 
genuinely baffles me. But 
Americans undoubtedly 
know better. The concept 
of a national conversation 
was lost somewhere along 
the way to the reality of a 
national stalemate. And that 
is fairly terrifying. In this era 
of intractable difference, are 
there any minds still open to 
change? And what does that 
say for the shared experi¬ 


ment that is America? 

I consider it a human 
duty to he able to relate to 
others, or at least to tty. 


And I’m tailing, because I 
can't understand a person so 
"tough on crime" they can’t 
even Install air conditioning 
for a few dead-men-walking, 
or someone so afraid of con¬ 
trols on guns they'd rather 
live amid routine mass 
shootings via assault rifles, 

And perhaps that con¬ 
fusion is also a Canadian 
thing. In the American era of 
Trump, of mass shootings, of 
bans on Muslims and attacks 
on abortions and a national 
uproar over trans people 
using bathrooms, I've never 
been faced with so much evi¬ 
dence that we are not at all 
the same. 

America feels, more than 
ever, deeply unknowable, 
deeply foreign, and deeply 
stuck.

What do you think of when 
you think of Chinatown? 

for some Edmontonians, 
the ethnic enclave is a daily 
part of life — to shop, visit 
friends and family, or vol¬ 
unteer in one of the many 
associations. Others tend to 
visit Chinatown only for their 
favourite restaurant or even 
just late night eats. 

Increasing numbers of “for 
Lease” signs hanging in aban¬ 
doned buildings suggest life 
behind the Harbin Gates has 
become uncertain. 1 his has 
led some to wonder if China¬ 
town needs to exist. 

In this light, the Chinese 
Benevolent Society held a 
weekend conference to dis¬ 
cuss the future. On Sunday, 
delegates were invited to 
share their experiences with 
Chinatown. 

Committee chair Len Chan 
Maiples spoke to me about 
her own discoveries about 
what Chinatown meant to her 
while working as a historian 
for Fort Edmonton Park and 
researching the history of the 
city's Chinese laundry. 

“Growing Up I remember 
colouring log cabins and tee¬ 
pees. you know, but all 1 knew 
about the Chinese (Settlers in 
Edmonton) is that they built 
the railroad," Maiples said. 

In tact, the Crst Chinese seL- 
llers in Edmonton fled from 
Calgary, escaping smallpox, 
Maiples said. "The disease 
was bkimed on the Chinese. 11 
Later, in 1977. several Chinese 
societies formed a committee 
to prepare a plan tor China¬ 
town, the results of which 
largely did not materialize, 

in 19B1, much of Old 


Chinatown was demolished to 
make room fur Canada Place. 

I've always loved the burst 
of mulLicLitlurulism China¬ 
town creates in Edmonton, 
but over the past 10 years the 
area has grown shabby. 

According to some first- 
genera tiun immigrants at the 
conference. Chinatown looks 
like a blast from the past; the 
red gates and pagodas don't 
resemble modern Chinese 
urban life. 

Chinatown has also failed 
to maintain its uniqueness; 
Asian groceries have become 
more common all over the 
city. 

Edmonton has changing 
demographics, and the chil¬ 
dren of firslgeneration Chi¬ 
nese Immigrants have largely 
moved to the suburbs. Yet a 
community has remained. 

Chinatown is about identity 
as much as it is a place to get 
Asian food. The space is a tes¬ 
tament to the resilience of the 
Chinese people. 

It's the physical manifesta¬ 
tion of community. What 
began as a sort of forced seg¬ 
regation grew into a strong 
presence that can shape a 
city, and draw people in to a 
vibrant downtown core. 

The future will rely on 
looking at successful rejuven¬ 
ations of Chinatowns across, 
the world, As someone who 
is not Chinese but loves this 
city. 1 think it's worthwhile 
endeavour, not only to serve 
the long-standing Chinese 
community but also to sup¬ 
port an integrated model of 
muItiailtural n eighboorhoods 
that make Edmonton a great 
city to live in. 

Long live Chinatown.

David Mitchell, the British 
author of the 2004 novel Cloud 
Adas, is the second major writer 
to submit a manuscript to the 
Future Library Project, which 
will delay its publication unlit 
the trees in a Norwegian forest 
are mature enough to make the 
paper it’ll be printed on, a cen¬ 
tury from now, 

Mitchell, 47, won't be alive 
when the work comes out in 
98 years. Neither will Canada’s 
Margaret Atwood, 76, who gave 
a manuscript called Scribbler 
Moon to the project last year. 

The project, which is the 
brainchild of Scottish artist Katie 
Paterson, began in the summer 
of 2014 w r hen 1,000 trees were 
planted in Nordmarka. Norway, 
near the country’s capital, Oslo. 

The City of Oslo and a public 
corporation jointly sponsored 
the project and paid for the 


trees to he planted and for a 
special room in the city's Lfcich- 
man Public Library where the 
manuscripts will be displayed. 
Paterson's plan is for an '’out¬ 
standing'' author to do the same 
— providing both a print and 
digital copy of a new book — 
every year until 2114. 

"1 was simply sketching tree 
rings and J had a vision I guess. 
Tree rings, chapter, paper, books, 
future, trees, forest^ writers —

Since my first Chevy Camara en¬ 
counter during a ha mowing drive 
through an ice storm in Montana, 
J've driven it on a couple other 
occasions, though curiously only 
V6-powered examples. Chevy’s 
eight-cylinder offering has eluded 
me, until now. 

And it was worth the wait! 
SS models features GM’s potent 
&-2-litne LTl, a modern-day des¬ 
cendant of the original small 
block that was introduced back 
in the 1950s. 

While practically every other 
automaker has abandoned push- 
rods in favour of overhead cam¬ 
shafts. this venerable VS still uses 
16 of the buggers to operate its 
valves. This configuration is a 
total throwback, but it delivers 
heady numbers, in this case, 
455 horsepower and an equal 
amount of torque. That's 20 more 
thoroughbreds than the Mustang 
GT can supply, along with and 
almost an extra 82 kg-m of twist. 

The Camara’s prodigious 
power is a given, but against 
expectations, the efficiency fig¬ 
ures it's graced with are noth¬ 
ing to scoff at. Direct injection 
and variable valve timing help 
improve flexibility and fiiei econ¬ 
omy. When equipped with a six- 


speed manual transmission, like 
our test car had. the SS should 
return 6.8 kilometres per litre 
in the city, 10.6 km/L highway 
and 8.1 km/L combined, which 
is not bad at all. 

The Camaro 1 spent a week 
with was equipped with 1 SS trim, 
which is the most basic version 
that's available with a VS en¬ 
gine. Honestly, it's the one I'd 
get if I were spending my own 
greenbacks because with cloth 
seats, a stick and no bulls—, it’s 
incredibly straightforward 

With a lightweight body and 
tons of power, it cun hit 97 km/h 
in the four-second range.

Unless you literally live at 
a track, the SS model is more 
than enough. 

Aside from its engaging dy¬ 
namics, the sound this Camaro 
makes is also enthralling. It 
burbles and pops, rambles and 
snorts like an uncorked race 
car, sounds that come courtesy 
of that optional exhaust system. 

Beyond all of this, the 
Camara's magnetic ride con¬ 
trol system allows you to com¬ 
pletely change the suspension 
feel, from smooth and supple 
to kidney-jolting, all at the push 
of a button; it's pretty flickin' 
amazing how well this technol¬ 
ogy works, providing you with 
the best of both worlds. 

The 85 trim takes everything 
that's commendable about lesser 
Camaras and cranks it up, giv¬ 
ing you more speed, sound and 
style. Sure, it may not be a perfect 
car. with several critical vulner¬ 
abilities, but is it ever fun!
